3.  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

As  large  scale  building  of  school  premises  has  been  suspended 
during  the  war  years,  the  most  than  can  be  done  is  to  ensure  that 
existing  buildings  and  fitments  are  maintained  in  a satisfactory 
condition.  This  has  been  carried  out  as  need  arose.  The  School 
Medical  Officers  in  their  tours  of  duty  through  the  schools  visit 
lavatories  to  ascertain  if  they  are  kept  clean  and  fit  for  their 
purpose.  Classrooms  and  cloakrooms,  etc.,  are  also  inspected  and 
note  is  taken  of  the  suitability  of  the  lighting,  ventilation,  heating 
and  water  supply.  Any  defects  calculated  to  be  inimical  to  the 
welfare  of  the  pupils  are  reported  to  the  appropriate  department 
for  rectification.  Repairs  have  been  carried  out  and  heating 
ventilation  and  lighting  have  been  maintained  as  adequately  as 
is  consistent  with  war-time  conditions  and  essential  economy. 
The  inspection  of  the  school  buildings  as  well  as  the  examination 
of  the  scholars  is  part  of  the  routine  of  the  School  Medical  Officers. 
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4.  ORGANISATION  AND  ADMINISTRATION. 

A.  System  and  Extent  of  Medical  Inspection  and  Treatment. 
No  change  in  the  system  and  extent  of  medical  inspection  and 

treatment  falls  to  be  recorded.  As  in  previous  years  the  examina- 
tion of  children  in  the  four  categories  was  carried  out.  In  addition, 
special  cases  not  falling  into  these  groups  are  seen  and  examined. 
These  children  are  chosen  by  the  head  teacher  or  class  teacher  as 
requiring  investigation  of  suspected  defects.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  examination  of  these  special  cases  is  a very  important 
part  of  the  Medical  Officers’  work.  There  is  unavoidably  con- 
siderable loss  of  time  and  energy  in  the  routine  examination  of 
groups  of  children,  a great  many  of  whom  are  free  from  defects, 
but  with  the  special  cases  there  has  been  observed  indications, 
sometimes  mistaken,  of  some  probable  defect  or  maladjustment. 

The  total  number  of  children  examined  at  the  routine  inspection 
shows  an  increase  over  the  figure  for  the  preceding  year.  The 
number  of  evacuee  children  examined  shows  a considerable  reduc- 
tion and  is  now  almost  a negligible  quantity. 

The  scheme  of  treatment  functioned  throughout  the  year  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  The  various  clinics — minor  ailments,  visual, 
dental  and  ear,  nose  and  throat — provided  treatment  for  a large 
number  of  children  and  are  becoming  more  and  more  each  year 
an  essential  part  of  the  life  of  the  community.  Fuller  details  of 
these  services  will  be  found  in  the  later  pages  of  this  report. 

B.  System  and  Extent  of  Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment. 
No  change  in  this  service  falls  to  be  recorded  and  it  functioned 

as  in  previous  years.  There  was  a considerable  amount  of  sickness 
amongst  the  members  of  the  dental  staff  during  the  year,  and 
this,  to  some  extent,  impeded  the  full  working  of  the  scheme. 
Details  of  the  results  of  the  operation  of  the  scheme  will  be  found 
in  Section  7 of  this  report. 

C.  School  Nursing  and  Arrangements  for  “ Following  Up.” 
This  has  been  fully  recorded  in  previous  reports  and  no  change 

in  the  arrangements  has  been  made.  Many  of  the  members  of  the 
nursing  service  contracted  iniluenza  during  the  epidemic  at  the 
beginning  of  the  school  year.  In  consequence,  it  was  difficult  for 
a time  to  maintain  all  the  operations  of  the  service. 
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D.  Co-ordination  with  Public  Health  Services. 

Full  co-operation  is  maintained  between  the  school  medical 
service  and  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  public  health  services 
in  the  County  and  Burghs  in  the  educational  area.  Notable  addi- 
tions are  participation  in  an  extended  Orthopaedic  Scheme,  a 
Rehabilitation  Scheme  and  a Consultant  Service.  These  will  be 
more  fully  dealt  with  in  later  pages  of  this  report. 

E.  Co-operation  with  Voluntary  Bodies. 

This  has  been  dealt  with  in  previous  reports,  but  a special 
word  of  thanks  is  due  to  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  to  Children  for  their  unfailing  attention  to  any  requests 
for  their  help. 

F.  Co-operation  with  Teachers  and  Parents. 

Close  co-operation  exists  between  the  School  Medical  Service 
and  Teachers  and  Parents.  No  opportunity  is  lost  by  the  School 
Medical  Officers  in  explaining  and  giving  advice  to  parents  on 
matters  of  health.  A word  of  thanks  is  due  to  the  headmasters 
and  teachers  for  their  willing  assistance  at  all  times. 

5.  THE  FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  total  number  of  children  examined  at  the  routine  medical 
inspection  of  the  schools  shows  an  increase  over  the  previous 
year  in  spite  of  the  much  decreased  figure  for  evacuee  children. 
This  has  fallen  from  317  in  1942-43  to  99  in  1944. 

At  the  routine  inspection  of  the  schools  during  the  year  the  total 
number  of  children  examined  in  the  four  age  groups  was  26,134,  of 
whom  13,374  were  boys  and  12,760  were  girls.  These  figures  are 
exclusive  of  the  99  Government  and  Voluntary  evacuees,  of  whom 
42  were  boys  and  57  were  girls.  The  total  number  of  children 
examined  routinely  in  all  categories  amounts  to  26,233.  This 
represents  more  than  99  per  cent,  of  all  children  due  for  examina- 
tion and  must  be  considered  very  satisfactory.  Details  of  the 
numbers  of  children  examined  in  the  various  age  groups  will  be 
found  in  Table  I a. 

In  Table  Ib  will  be  found  a statement  of  the  number  of  special 
cases  (non-routine)  which  came  before  the  School  Medical  Officers 
at  the  routine  medical  inspections  and  subsequent  revisits  to  schools. 
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It  will  be  seen  that  4,188  special  non-routine  cases  were  examined 
and  the  number  of  re-inspections  by  the  Medical  Officers  was 
11,009.  It  will  also  be  observed  that  5,523  individual  children, 
who  were  inspected  at  the  systematic  (routine)  examination,  were 
notified  to  their  parents  as  requiring  treatment.  This  does  not 
include  the  number  of  children  notified  for  uncleanliness  and 
dental  caries. 

The  number  of  evacuees  notified  for  defects  was  15,  making  a 
grand  total  of  5,538. 


A supplementary  table  at  the  end  of  this  report  shows  in  detail 
the  number  of  conditions  notified  and  the  remedial  measures 
carried  out.  This  table  includes  all  routine  and  special  cases. 
Only  those  cases  which  by  actual  observation  of  the  Medical  Officers 
or  nurses  are  known  to  be  cured  are  entered  as  “ remedied.”  A 
considerable  number  of  children  who  have  been  notified  are  only 
seen  on  the  primary  occasion  and  for  various  reasons,  such  as  ab- 
sence from  school,  restricted  number  of  revisits  to  schools  by  the 
Medical  Officers  and  nurses,  etc.,  are  not  seen  again  and  are  not 
classed  as  remedied,  although  they  may  have  improved.  The 
number  remedied  as  shown  by  this  table  is,  therefore,  certainly  an 
understatement.  There  is  no  doubt  that  repeated  revisits  to 
schools,  supplemented  where  possible  by  home  visitation,  is  an 
important  and  essential  factor  in  the  remedy  of  defects  and  also 
in  the  prevention  of  contagious  diseases  such  as  scabies,  impetigo, 
ringworm,  etc. 

The  conditions  found  at  the  routine  inspections  of  the  four 
age  groups  are  presented  in  tabular  form  (Table  II)  at  the  end  of 
this  report. 


The  nutritional  state  of  the  school  children  continues  to  be 
satisfactory.  Although  no  special  survey  was  carried  out,  the 
School  Medical  Officers  arc  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  evidence 
of  any  serious  decline  in  the  nutritional  state  of  the  children. 


The  following  tabic  gives  the  average  heights  and  weights  of 
the  school  children  in  the  educational  area  of  the  County  of  Lanark 
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as  compared  with  the  Anthropometric  Committee’s  Standard  : —

Clothing  and  footwear  conditions  were  substantially  the  same 
as  in  the  previous  year.  Seven  hundred  and  thirty-nine  boys  and 
698  girls  were  recorded  as  having  some  deficiencies  in  clothing  and 
131  boys  and  51  girls  had  unsatisfactory  footgear,  or  a percentage 
of  7-1  and  069  respectively. 

Uncleanliness  of  the  head  and  body  is  still  much  too  common. 
The  term  “ uncleanliness  ” includes  all  dirty  conditions  of  the 
head  and  body  and  is  not  confined  to  verminous  cases.  The 
number  of  children  found  to  be  suffering  from  these  conditions 
was  as  follows  : — Uncleanliness  of  head,  125  boys  and  2,143  girls, 
or  a percentage  of  0-9  and  16-8  respectively.  Uncleanliness  of  the 
body  included  450  boys  and  394  girls,  a percentage  of  3-6  and 
3-08  respectively. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  figures  that,  as  regards  dirty 
and  verminous  conditions  of  the  head,  girls  preponderate  to  a 
marked  degree.  This  is  no  doubt  due  partly  to  the  fashion  for 
longer  hair  and  the  greater  difficulty  in  keeping  it  clean.  Even 
allowing  for  this,  there  is  no  reason  why  a girl’s  head  should  not 
be  as  clean  as  a boy’s.  The  chief  cause  is  undoubtedly  want  of 
adequate  care  and  attention.  Certain  parents  are  still  too  prone 
to  regard  infestation  by  vermin  as  an  unavoidable  condition  of 
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child  life  or  to  be  due  to  some  lowering  of  the  general  state  of 
health.  These  old  notions  die  hard,  more  especially  as  they  afford 
a ready  excuse  for  neglect.  Present  methods  of  cleaning  are  also 
slow  and  take  up  considerable  time  and  effort.  What  is  needed  is 
a parasiticide  which  is  easy  of  application,  is  sure  in  its  action 
and  which  will  be  lasting  in  its  effects.  Such  a one  is  being  exten- 
sively used  in  the  Army  at  present  and  will  no  doubt  in  time  be 
made  available  for  civilian  use.  Of  a total  of  9,397  children  (this 
includes  routine  and  special  cases)  notified  to  their  parents  as 
suffering  from  defects  requiring  immediate  attention,  335  were 
definitely  infested  with  head  vermin,  or  a percentage  of  3-6. 

Thirty-nine  were  notified  for  verminous  conditions  of  the  body 
or  a percentage  of  0-4. 

Skin  Conditions. — Ringworm  of  the  head  and  body  is  slightly 
less  than  in  the  previous  year,  the  figures  being  : — ringworm  of 
head,  5 — a percentage  of  0-037  ; ringworm  of  the  body,  10 — a 
percentage  of  0-07  of  those  examined. 

The  incidence  of  impetigo  of  the  head  and  body  is  practically 
the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  The  figures  and  percentages 
are  as  follows  : — impetigo  head,  143 — a percentage  of  0-546  ; and 
impetigo  body,  198 — a percentage  of  0-758. 

The  figure  for  scabies  shows  a considerable  increase  from  that 
of  the  previous  year.  Of  those  children  examined  in  the  four 
age  groups,  526  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  scabies,  a per- 
centage of  2-01  as  compared  with  a percentage  of  1-4  in  the  year 
previous. 

Under  the  headings  “ Other  Diseases  of  Head  ” and  “ Other 
Diseases  of  Body  ” are  included  all  those  other  affections  of  the 
skin  which  do  not  come  under  the  previous  three  categories, 
ringworm,  impetigo  and  scabies.  The  principal  defects  coming 
under  these  two  headings  are  alopecia,  seborrhoea,  septic  sores, 
wounds  and  abrasions,  psoriasis  and  eczematous  conditions.  In 
the  case  of  head  conditions,  the  figure  was  110  or  0-42  per  cent, 
and  in  body  conditions,  846  or  3-2  per  cent. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  the  figures  for  malnutrition 
do  not  show  any  falling  off  in  the  nutritional  state  of  the  school 
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children  in  Lanarkshire.  Under  the  heading  “ Slight  Malnutrition,” 
which  includes  all  children  who  are  only  slightly  below  par  when 
examined  and  which  is  not  necessarily  due  to  insufficient  or  im- 
proper food,  but  to  a variety  of  other  causes,  the  figure  is  901  or 
3-4  per  cent.  The  figure  for  the  previous  year  was  760  or  3 per 
cent.  Under  the  heading  “ Bad  Nutrition  ” are  recorded  those 
cases  which  are  definitely  suffering  from  malnutrition  of  an 
unmistakeable  character. 

The  figures  show  that  20  cases  were  discovered  at  examination. 
This  is  a percentage  of  0-076.  The  figures  for  the  year  previous 
were  52,  a percentage  of  0-203. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  not  one  case  of  bad  malnutrition 
was  discovered  amongst  evacuee  children. 

Oral  Sepsis  shows  a figure  of  368  or  a percentage  of  1-63,  which 
is  substantially  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Conditions  of  Nose. — This  embraces  all  defects  and  diseases  of 
the  nose,  the  chief  one  being  adenoids.  Six  hundred  and  eleven 
cases  of  adenoids  requiring  operation,  or  a percentage  of  2-33, 
were  discovered. 

Other  conditions  of  nose  totalled  885  cases  or  3-38  per  cent. 

Conditions  of  Throat. — Refers  to  tonsils,  either  for  observation 
or  operation.  Five  thousand  one  hundred  cases  were  recorded 
for  observation,  a percentage  of  19-5. 

Tonsils  for  operation  gives  a figure  of  2,017  or  a percentage  of 

7-7. 

Glands. — The  number  of  enlarged  glands  for  observation 
discovered  was  4,401  or  16-8  per  cent.  The  number  recorded  as 
requiring  treatment  was  122  or  0-46  per  cent.

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Blepharitis,  conjunctivitis  and  corneal  opacities  all  show  a 
reduction  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  while  in  squint  and 
other  diseases  the  figures  for  both  years  are  almost  identical. 

Vision. — Under  this  heading  are  two  groups  of  cases  : — 

(1)  Those  having  defective  vision  but  wearing  glasses  or 
slight  defects  not  needing  glasses.  The  number  recorded  is 
2,857  or  15-9  per  cent. 

(2)  Those  having  defective  vision  and  in  need  of  examina- 
tion by  the  School  Ophthalmic  Surgeons.  The  figure  for  this 
group  is  1,365  or  7-6  per  cent. 

Infant  children  are  not  included  in  either  of  these  two  groups. 

Ear  Diseases. — Of  these  otorrhoea  or  “ running  ear  ” is  the  most 
common  condition  found.  Two  hundred  and  four  cases  or  0-78 
per  cent,  of  those  examined  are  recorded. 

Other  diseases  total  132  or  0-5  per  cent. 

Both  these  figures  show  an  increase  from  those  of  the  preceding 
year. 

Defective  Hearing. — The  total  number  found  defective  was 
102  or  0-39  per  cent.  This  is  practically  the  same  figure  as  that 
of  the  year  previous. 

Speech. — 

(1)  Defective  articulation — 83  cases  or  0*31  per  cent,  of 
those  examined  suffered  from  this  disability. 

(2)  Stammering — 42  children  or  0T6  per  cent,  had  this 
condition. 

These  figures  show  a considerable  increase  from  those  of  the 
previous  year,  especially  in  the  case  of  stammering.  Much  can 
be  done  to  alleviate  or  cure  these  conditions  by  suitable  instruction 
presented  only  by  an  expert  fully  qualified  to  impart  it.  The 
well  meant  efforts  of  amateurs  are  generally  useless. 

Mental  and  Nervous  Conditions. — 

Dull  and  backward  children — 176  were  discovered,  or  a percentage 
of  0-67. 
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Mentally  defective  (educable)  children — 31  were  recorded  or  a 
percentage  of  0-118.  These  children  are  admitted  to  Special 
Schools. 

Mentally  defective  (ineducable)  children — 5 of  this  degree  of  mental 
defect  were  discovered,  a percentage  of  0-019.  These  children 
are  unsuitable  for  admission  to  special  schools. 

Nervously  unstable  and  difficult  children — 36  or  a percentage  of 
0-137  were  recorded. 

Heart  Diseases  are  of  three  categories  : — 

(1)  Congenital  heart  disease — 47  cases  or  0-18  per  cent. 

(2)  Acquired  heart  disease — 186  cases  or  0-7  per  cent. 

(3)  Functional  heart  disease — 507  cases  or  0-19  per  cent. 

The  figures  for  these  conditions  show  a considerable  increase 
on  those  of  the  previous  year,  especially  in  the  functional  variety, 
which  may  be  an  aftermath  of  the  influenza  epidemic. 

Diseases  of  Lungs  : — 

(1)  Chronic  Bronchitis — 119  cases  or  a percentage  of  0-45.  This  is 
a considerable  reduction  from  the  figures  of  the  preceding 
year. 

(2)  Suspected  tuberculosis  of  lungs — 5 cases  were  discovered,  a 
percentage  of  0-019.  This  is  also  an  improvement  on  the 
preceding  year’s  figure. 

(3)  Other  diseases  of  lungs  includes  all  other  forms  of  lung  disease. 
Eight  hundred  and  thirty-four  cases  were  discovered.  This  is 
a very  considerable  increase  from  the  figure  of  the  previous 
year  and  is  accounted  for  by  the  prevalence  of  influenza  at 
the  beginning  of  the  session.  A great  many  children,  especially 
in  the  infants’  group,  suffered  from  minor  bronchial  catarrh 
and  these  predominated  in  the  recorded  cases. 

Deformities  may  be  congenital  or  due  to  infantile  paralysis 
rickets,  accidents  and  other  causes.  The  total  number  of  deformities 
from  all  causes  was  407  or  a percentage  of  1-5.  This  is  a somewhat 
higher  figure  than  that  for  the  preceding  year. 

Twenty-nine  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  encountered  in 
schools. 
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Under  the  heading  “ Other  Diseases  and  Defects  ” are  included 
all  those  diseases  and  disabilities  which  have  not  been  enumerated 
in  the  foregoing  paragraphs.  They  number  772.  The  more  im- 
portant of  these  and  their  frequency  are  recorded  as  follows: — 
anaemia,  479  ; enuresis,  76  ; goitre,  23  ; debility,  59  ; rheumatism, 
10  ; threadworm,  6 ; nephritis,  4 ; hernia,  4 ; endocrine  deficiency  ; 
8 ; obesity,  19 ; sprains  and  injuries,  5 ; acidosis,  3 ; Bell’s 
paralysis,  3 ; diabetes,  3 ; appendicitis,  3 ; albinism,  3 ; cyclical 
vomiting,  2 ; asthenia,  2 ; laryngitis,  2 ; osteomyelitis,  2 ; kidney 
removed,  1 ; splenectomy,  1 ; glycosuria,  1 ; coeliac  disease,  1 ; 
arthritis,  1 ; cystitis,  1 ; hydrocephalus,  1. 

A notable  absentee  from  this  list  is  chorea,  no  case  being 
recorded. 

Examinations  Conducted  by  the  School  Medical  Staff 

OTHER  THAN  ROUTINE  SCHOOL  EXAMINATIONS. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  work,  a large  number  of  special 
examinations  are  made  by  the  School  Medical  Staff.  These  are  of 
very  varied  character.  A considerable  number  of  these  are  cases 
referred  for  special  examination  by  the  various  School  Management 
Committees  on  account  of  absenteeism  or  other  reasons.  The 
nature  and  extent  of  these  examinations  can  be  most  easily  indicated 
by  a tabular  statement.  This  is  as  follows  : —

As  regards  immunisation  of  school  children  against  diphtheria 
this  is  carried  out  in  the  County  area  by  arrangement  with  the 
County  Public  Health  Authority.  School  children  and  pre-school 
children  get  their  first  dose  from  the  County  Medical  Staff  and  the 
second  inoculation  is  given  by  the  School  Medical  Staff.  This 
arrangement  works  very  well.  In  the  Burghal  areas  school  children 
are  inoculated  at  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinics.  In  the  Burgh  of 
Rutherglen,  by  special  arrangement,  the  inoculations  are  given 
entirely  by  the  Burgh  Medical  Officers. 

6.  MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

A.  Minor  Ailments. 

No  change  falls  to  be  recorded  in  the  siting  or  number  of  these 
clinics.  The  attendances  at  these  clinics  are  well  maintained  and 
show  no  signs  of  falling  off.  In  one  particular  they  are  becoming 
more  used.  An  increasing  number  of  parents  is  appearing  at  the 
clinics  to  obtain  advice  regarding  matters  affecting  their  children, 
While  a great  many  of  these  matters  have  no  connection  with 
minor  ailments,  the  Medical  Officers  have  no  hesitation  in  im- 
parting the  information  and  advice  sought.  These  interviews,  in 
conjunction  with  the  multifarious  duties  of  a school  clinic,  make 
the  task  of  the  Medical  Officers  and  Nursing  Staff  an  onerous  one. 
An  attempt  was  made  to  reduce  the  number  of  children  found  in 
the  schools  during  routine  inspections  to  be  harbouring  vermin, 
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chiefly  girls  with  pediculosis  of  the  head.  The  children  were  given 
the  opportunity  to  come  to  the  clinics  where  their  heads  would  be 
disinfested.  The  method  of  cleansing  is  slow  and  takes  up  much 
time,  so  that  it  was  only  found  to  be  possible  to  do  bad  cases, 
many  of  them  with  scabbed  conditions  superimposed.  In  a con- 
siderable number  of  these  cases  the  loss  of  a mother  is  the  reason 
for  this  state  of  affairs,  the  father  not  being  able  to  get  someone  to 
look  after  the  children.  As  usual,  skin  conditions  continue  to  be 
the  most  common  ailment  seen  at  the  clinics.  The  total  number 
of  children  treated  at  the  twelve  established  clinics  was,  in  round 
numbers,  17,500  and  of  these  14,400,  or  a percentage  of  82-3,  were 
treated  for  skin  ailments.  Scabies,  impetigo,  wounds  and  septic 
sores  accounted  for  12,300,  or  a percentage  of  70-2.  The  total 
attendances  at  the  clinics  for  all  conditions  was  92,993. 

Full  details  of  the  number  of  different  conditions  treated  at 
the  Minor  Ailment  Clinics  will  be  found  in  Table  VII  at  the  end 
of  this  report.

The  special  school  clinic  at  Knowetop,  Motherwell,  has  a fully 
trained  nurse  in  attendance  daily.  She  carries  out  all  minor  ail- 
ments treatment.  The  number  of  treatments  given  was  10,707. 

Drumpark,  Dalton  and  Woodburn  Special  Schools’  children 
are  treated  for  minor  ailments  at  nearby  established  clinics  at 
Coatbridge,  Cambuslang  and  Hamilton  respectively.  The  atten- 
dances of  the  children  are  included  in  the  reports  of  these  clinics. 

B.  Defective  Vision  and  Squint. 

There  is  no  change  to  record  in  the  scheme  of  visual  treatment. 
The  examination  and  treatment  of  children  suffering  from  visual 
defects  is  carried  out  by  three  part-time  ophthalmic  surgeons  to 
whom  are  referred  all  those  children,  discovered  by  the  School 
Medical  Officers  at  their  routine  inspections  of  the  schools,  as 
requiring  treatment  for  visual  defects  and  squint  who  avail  them- 
selves of  this  service.  Examination  and  treatment  is  carried  out 
at  fixed  visual  clinics. 

The  number  of  children  accepting  visual  treatment  is  well 
maintained.  Parents  are  becoming  increasingly  conscious  of  the 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  specialist  advice  and  treatment  such 
as  is  afforded  by  this  service. 
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Two  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  children  were  examined 
and  prescribed  for.  Children  who  are  supplied  with  spectacles  are 
recalled  periodically  for  examination  to  see  that  the  glasses  are 
suitable  and  according  to  prescription.  The  number  of  these 
children  recalled  during  the  year  was  5,666.  Attendances  at  the 
various  clinics  totalled  7,921  and  glasses  were  prescribed  in  2,055 
cases. 

Glasses  are  provided  free  or  at  a contract  rate  by  opticians, 
who  have  premises  in  suitable  localities,  to  school  children  whose 
parents’  incomes  fall  within  certain  limits.  Many  diseases  and 
defects  of  the  eye,  apart  from  visual  defects  are  seen  at  the  clinics 
by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeons  and  these  are  suitably  dealt  with. 
In  short,  this  service  provides  specialist  advice  on  all  diseases 
affecting  the  eye.  During  the  year  the  following  conditions  were 
seen  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeons  at  the  visual  clinics  : — squint 
(convergent,  divergent,  alternating),  523  ; corneal  opacities,  68  ; 
corneal  ulcers,  6 ; blepharitis  and  conjunctivitis,  40  ; phlyctenular 
conjunctivitis  and  keratitis,  17  ; choroido-retinal  changes  (myopic), 
3 ; choroido-retinal  changes  (other  than  myopic),  9 ; nystagmus 
8 ; optic  atorphy,  2 ; cataract,  16  ; ptosis,  1 ; aphakia,  2 ; leucoma 
adherens,  2 ; dislocation  of  lens,  1 ; detachment  of  retina,  1 ; 
pseudo  neuritis,  2 ; cilio-retinal  vessel,  7 ; albinism,  4 ; persistent 
pupillary  membrane,  4. 

C.  Nose  and  Throat  Operative  Treatment. 

This  service  continued  to  function  as  in  previous  years,  the  only 
change  being  the  transfer  of  the  clinic  for  operation  of  tonsils  and 
adenoids  from  Larkhall  Health  Institute  to  Cleland  Hospital. 
The  children  are  admitted  there  on  the  day  prior  to  operation  and 
discharged  on  the  day  following.  This  arrangement  has  worked 
well.  The  operation  centres  are  sited  at  the  following  places  : — 
Cleland  (Cleland  Hospital),  Motherwell  (Carnegie  Healtli  Institute), 
Douglas  (Lady  Home  Hospital),  Lanark  (Lockhart  Hospital)  and 
Biggar  (Kello  Hospital). 

The  number  of  parents  availing  themselves  of  these  services 
shows  no  sign  of  falling  off,  rather  the  reverse.  Their  popularity 
arises  from  the  ease  with  which  arrangements  for  operation  can 
be  made,  the  very  moderate  expense,  if  any,  incurred  and  the 
knowledge  that  the  work  is  being  done  by  first-class  specialists. 
The  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Surgeons  are  also  available  for  consul- 
tations regarding  any  disease  or  defect  involving  any  of  these  organs. 
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The  following  is  a statement  of  the  work  done  throughout  the 
year  and  the  conditions  treated  by  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat

D.  Orthopaedic  Scheme. 

The  Orthopaedic  Scheme  which  came  into  operation  on  25th 
September,  1943,  affords  advice  and  treatment  to  all  school  children 
in  the  educational  area,  both  County  and  Burghal.  It  does  not 
include  tuberculosis  cases,  which  come  under  a separate  scheme 
and  are  treated  by  the  public  health  authorities. 
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School  children  who  are  in  need  of  advice  and  treatment  for 
orthopaedic  conditions  are  examined  at  clinics  which  are  situated 
at  Motherwell  County  Hospital  and  Stonehouse  Hospital.  Two 
orthopaedic  specialists  can  be  consulted  at  these  clinics  by 
arrangement  at  stated  times.  Special  boots  and  appliances,  when 
recommended,  are  provided  either  by  the  parents  themselves  or 
by  the  Education  Committee  who,  in  necessitous  cases,  recover 
part  of  the  cost  by  instalments  graded  according  to  the  economic 
circumstances  of  the  parents.  Advice  and  treatment  other  than 
the  supply  of  special  boots  or  appliances  are  free. 

In  addition,  the  services  of  a Consultant  Orthopaedic  Surgeon 
are  available  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon. 
Cases  requiring  operative  measures  are  treated  at  Stonehouse 
Hospital.  After-care  treatment  is  carried  out  by  orthopaedic 
sisters  who  visit  children  at  special  schools  and  at  their  homes. 
They  also  attend  at  subsidiary  clinics,  which  are  held  in  all  the 
County  Health  Institutes  and  at  premises  in  Coatbridge,  Lanark, 
Rutherglen  and  Uddingston. 

The  scheme  has  proved  to  be  a popular  one  and  parents  have 
taken  full  advantage  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  it.  In 
tabular  form  below  is  recorded  the  number  of  first  visits  and 
subsequent  revisits  at  the  two  main  clinics,  also  the  number  of 
revisits  at  the  after  care  clinics  during  the  year  ending  on 
31st  July,  1944

In  addition,  six  children  who  required  hospital  treatment  for 
various  orthopaedic  conditions  were  accommodated  in  Stonehouse 
Hospital. 


Forty-five  children  were  supplied  with  special  boots  or  appliances 
by  the  Education  Committee,  at  a cost  of  £182,  of  which  sum 
£38  was  recovered  by  instalments  from  the  parents. 

7.  DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT. 

The  inspection  and  trea  ment  of  school  children  for  dental 
defects  were  conducted  on  e usual  lines  throughout  the  educa- 
tional area.  Children  from  five  to  sixteen  years  of  age  are  examined 
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at  school  at  least  once  in  the  course  of  the  year.  In  some  instances 
it  has  been  found  possible  to  have  two  inspections.  The  total 
number  of  children  examined  during  the  course  of  the  year  was 
127,138,  which  is  a considerable  increase  on  the  corresponding 
figures  for  the  preceding  year.  Of  these  31,786  boys  and  31,255 
girls  were  notified  as  requiring  dental  treatment,  a total  of  63,041 
or  50  per  cent,  of  those  examined.  The  number  requiring  dental 
treatment  shows  a fall  from  that  of  the  year  before  and  this  taken 
in  conjunction  with  the  increased  number  examined  would  appear 
to  indicate  a general  improvement  in  the  dental  condition  of  the 
children  as  a whole.  Evacuee  children  are  included  in  these  returns 
and  are  not  shown  separately. 

The  number  of  children  accepting  treatment  through  the  dental 
scheme  shows  a fall  from  that  of  the  preceding  year.  This  tendency 
has  been  observed  during  the  course  of  the  war  years.  Certain 
factors  may  be  operating  to  produce  this  effect,  one  being  the 
improved  financial  circumstances  of  the  parents.  An  increased 
number  of  school  children  may  be  treated  by  private  dentists 
for  this  reason.  At  the  beginning  of  hostilities  all  schemes  of 
treatment  were  thrown  out  of  gear  by  the  general  upsetting  of 
school  attendance,  etc.  As  was  pointed  out  in  the  report  for 
1940-41,  the  general  disorganisation  of  school  life  and  its  adverse 
effect  upon  the  dental  scheme  of  treatment  would  take  some 
considerable  time  to  become  rectified. 

The  total  number  of  children  treated  at  the  Dental  Clinic  was 
16,541.  This  is  considerably  less  than  the  figure  for  the  previous 
year.  Rural  and  semi-rural  areas  show  better  returns  than  those 
from  more  industrial  districts.  Of  the  children  treated  7,063 
received  attention  free,  while  9,478  were  in  the  fee-paying  class. 
This  is,  no  doubt,  due  to  the  better  financial  circumstances  of 
the  parents  at  the  present  time.  The  number  of  extractions  of 
both  temporary  and  permanent  teeth  shows  a marked  reduction, 
while  the  number  of  fillings  is  practically  the  same  as  that  for  the 
previous  year.  This  is  all  to  the  good  and  is  a state  of  affairs  which 
it  is  hoped  will  continue.  Other  treatment  of  a conservative 
nature,  such  as  scaling,  was  carried  out  in  2,593  cases. 

Diseased  conditions  of  the  gums  and  mouth  generally  are  also 
encountered  by  the  Dental  Surgeons  who  treat  these  if  falling 
within  their  province  and,  if  not,  advise  the  parents  to  get  medical 
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advice.  Below,  in  tabular  form,  will  be  found  a statement  of  the 
work  carried  out  by  the  Dental  Officers  : —

Mr.  Rankin  also  treated  two  pre-school  children  in  the  Burgh 
of  Hamilton  by  arrangement  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  Burgh. 

Thirty-six  school  children  were  treated  under  a general 
anaesthetic  at  the  dental  department  of  the  County  Hospital, 
Motherwell,  by  arrangement  with  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  details  of  the  results  of  Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment 
over  the  whole  educational  area  during  the  year  are  shown  in 
Table  V at  the  end  of  this  report.  Evacuee  children  are  included 
in  these  numbers. 

8.  SPECIAL  SCHOOLS  AND  CLASSES. 

The  Committee’s  four  special  schools  continued  to  function 
as  in  previous  years.  The  schools  are  situated  at  Hamilton  (Wood- 
burn  Special  School),  Coatdyke  Junior  Instruction  Centre  (Drum- 
park  Special  School),  Cambuslang  Junior  Instruction  Centre 
(Dalton  Special  School)  and  Motherwell  (Knowetop  Special  School). 
Two  of  these  schools,  Dalton  Special  School  and  Drumpark  Special 
School,  are  still  in  temporary  quarters,  but  there  are  indications 
that  they  will  in  the  near  future  be  restored  to  the  Education 
Committee  by  the  Military  Authorities  and  will  be  used  for  their 
original  purpose.  The  schools  provide  educational  facilities  for 


physically  and  mentally  invalid  children  and  also  children  suffering 
from  a high  degree  of  myopia  under  specially  trained  teachers. 
They  form  a very  necessary  part  of  the  educational  system  and  are 
a boon  to  many  ailing  children.  Meals  and  also  tonic  food  are 
supplied  as  a routine.  When  transport  facilities  approach  more 
nearly  to  normal  conditions,  it  will  be  possible  to  extend  the  areas 
covered  by  the  Special  School  buses.  There  was  some  delay  in 
admitting  mental  cases  from  time  to  time  owing  to  increased 
numbers  of  applicants  and  shortage  of  accommodation.  Several 
rooms  forming  a wing  of  Knowetop  Special  School  are  used  as 
A.R.P.  premises  and  also  afford  accommodation  for  a war-time 
nursery.  This  has  restricted  the  full  working  of  the  school. 

Educationally  deaf  and  deaf-mute  children  receive  instruction 
at  Hamilton  School  for  the  Deaf  which  is  a part  of  Townhead 
Public  School,  Hamilton.  Some  of  the  children  travel  there  by 
ordinary  bus  and  others  from  the  Coatbridge  area  are  collected 
at  Drumpark  Special  School  and  transported  by  one  of  the  school 
buses. 


A number  of  children  are  also  educated  at  the  Royal  Deaf 
and  Dumb  Institution,  Edinburgh,  at  St.  Vincent’s  School  for  the 
Deaf,  Tollcross,  Glasgow,  and  Langside  Deaf  and  Dumb  Institution. 

Blind  or  educationally  blind  children  are  educated  at  the 
Royal  School  for  the  Blind,  Edinburgh,  or  at  St.  Vincent’s  School  for 
the  Blind,  Tollcross,  Glasgow. 

Certain  infirm  children  receive  their  education  at  Eastpark 
Home  for  Infirm  Children,  Glasgow.  Children  suffering  from 
epilepsy,  who  are  unsuitable  for  education  in  the  Special  Schools, 
are  admitted  for  training  and  care  to  the  Colony  of  Mercy  for 
Epileptics,  Bridge  of  Weir.

During  the  year  68  physically  invalid  children  receiving  instruc- 
tion in  the  special  schools  recovered  their  health  and  were  able 
to  resume  attendance  at  ordinary  schools.  Thirty-eight  physically 
invalid  and  27  mentally  invalid  children  obtained  suitable  em- 
ployment. In  addition,  four  children  were  accepted  for  training 
by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  under  the  County’s  Rehabilitation 
Scheme.  Twenty  children  who,  by  reason  of  mental  defect,  were 
found  to  be  incapable  of  profiting  by  instruction  in  the  special 
schools,  were  reported  to  the  General  Board  of  Control  for  Scotland 
as  ineducable. 

9.  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 
AND  PERSONAL  HYGIENE. 

A,  B,  C,  and  E have  been  fully  reported  on  in  Report  for 
1938-39. 

D.  Holiday  Camps. 

The  arrangements  for  providing  a holiday  in  the  country  to 
school  children  who  otherwise  would  not  get  one  were  carried 
through  as  in  previous  years.  The  camps  are  all  sited  in  rural 
areas  chiefly  in  the  upper  ward  of  the  county  where  the  children 
can  get  all  the  benefits  of  pure  fresh  air  in  pleasant  surroundings. 
There  the  children,  in  addition  to  improving  their  health,  add  to 
their  knowledge  of  their  native  county  and  also  extend  their 
acquaintance  with  animal,  bird  and  plant  life.  The  school  camps, 
therefore,  provide  educational  as  well  as  health-giving  amenities. 
The  schools  chosen  for  the  reception  of  the  children  were  as  formerly, 
with  one  exception,  Strathaven  Academy  being  substituted  for 
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Carnwath  Public  School.  The  camp  at  Strathaven  was  for  R.C. 
girls  and  was  an  excellent  one,  both  from  the  point  of  view  of 
accommodation  and  rural  surroundings.  The  weather  during  the 
camping  period  was  fairly  good  and  the  children  enjoyed  and 
benefited  by  their  holiday.  The  special  camp  at  New  Lanark  P. 
School  for  physically  invalid  children  from  the  four  special  schools 
was  very  successful.  There  were  no  cases  of  illness  in  the  camps 
and  no  accidents,  except  minor  bruises  and  scratches,  which  were 
treated  on  the  spot  by  the  teachers  in  charge.  The  camps  fall  to 
be  recorded  as  an  unqualified  success.  The  School  Medical  Officers 
visited  the  camps  once  each  week  and  also  examined  the  children 
prior  to  their  admission  on  two  occasions,  one  being  immediately 
before  their  departure  for  the  camps.  The  districts  from  which 
the  children  were  selected  were  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 
The  children  at  the  various  camps  were  supervised  by  teachers 
who  voluntarily  gave  their  services  for  that  purpose.  A member 
of  the  school  nursing  staff  also  was  in  residence  at  the  special 
camp  for  physically  invalid  children  at  New  Lanark  P.  School 
each  week. 

Below  is  a statement  of  the  position  of  the  camps  and  the 
categories  of  children  who  were  accommodated  there  : — 

Lanark  (New  Lanark  P.  School) — Invalid  children  from  the 
Committee’s  four  special  schools  ; first  fortnight,  boys  ; 
second  fortnight,  girls. 

Lanark  (St.  Mary’s  R.C.  School) — R.C.  Boys’  Camp. 

Douglas  (Douglas  P.  School) — Girls’  Camp. 

Strathaven  (Strathaven  Academy) — R.C.  Girls’  Camp. 

Leadhills  (Leadhills  P.  School) — Boys’  Camp. 

Biggar  (Biggar  H.G.  School) — First  fortnight,  Boys’  Camp  ; 
second  fortnight,  Girls’  Camp. 

The  number  of  children  who  attended  the  camps  during  the 
month  was  550  and  the  number  of  teachers  who  voluntarily  gave 
their  services  as  supervisors  was  80. 

10.  OTHER  ACTIVITIES  IN  RELATION  TO  THE  HEALTH 
OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

These  include  the  School  Meals  Service,  the  “ Milk  in  Schools  ” 
Scheme,  the  granting  of  tonic  food  in  selected  cases,  the  supply 
of  boots  and  clothing  to  necessitous  children,  convalescent  treat- 
ment at  Wiston  Lodge,  the  rehabilitation  scheme  and  consultant 


service. 
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School  Meals  Scheme. 

The  operation  of  this  scheme  was  fully  explained  in  last  year’s 
Annual  Report  (1942-43). 

The  scheme  continues  to  expand  and  in  a short  time  provision 
will  have  been  made  for  the  supply  of  hot  mid-day  meals  to  all  of 
the  schools  coming  within  the  scheme. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  provision  of  a hot  mid-day  meal 
at  school  has  been  instrumental  in  maintaining  a satisfactory7 
standard  of  nutrition  during  a very  difficult  period.  When  condi- 
tions approach  more  nearly^  to  normal  times,  greater  variety  in  the 
meals  will  be  possible  and  this  will  enhance  their  value.  At  present, 
with  the  scarcity  of  many  foodstuffs,  it  is  a difficult  matter  to 
provide  as  much  variety  as  is  desirable. 

“ Milk  in  Schools  ” Scheme. 

This  scheme  has  been  in  existence  for  a considerable  number 
of  years  now  and  from  the  point  of  view  of  maintaining  a healthy 
school  population  has,  without  doubt,  justified  expectations. 
There  is  no  question  that  the  daily  ration  of  one-third  of  a pint  of 
milk  has  had  the  effect  of  helping  to  preserve  the  nutrition  of  the 
children  at  a satisfactory  standard.  One  advantage  of  this  limited 
quantity  of  milk  taken  at  about  11  a.m.  is  that  it  does  not  as  a 
rule  make  the  child  unready  for  a more  substantial  meal  at  noon. 
The  consumption  of  milk  in  schools  has  become  part  of  the  daily 
routine  and  children  have  acquired  the  habit  of  taking  it  as  part 
of  their  daily  lives.  It  is  quite  likely  that  many  will  continue  the 
practice  after  leaving  schools,  with  benefit  to  themselves  and 
also  to  the  producers.  Certain  children,  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  School  Medical  Officers,  are  supplied  with  an  extra  ration 
of  milk.  A considerable  number  of  children  whose  parents  are 
unable  to  pay  for  the  milk  are  supplied  free.  The  following  tabular 
statement  shows  the  average  number  of  children  partaking  of  milk  in

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Necessitous  children  on  the  recommendation  of  the  School 
Medical  Officers  were  supplied  with  tonic  food  in  the  form  of  cod 
liver  oil  and  malt.  The  number  thus  supplied  was  42.  Tonic 
food  is  also  supplied  to  children  in  attendance  at  the  Committee’s 
Special  Schools.  Free  boots  were  granted  to  2,895  children  and, 
following  medical  examination,  free  clothing  was  supplied  to  32. 
Children  suffering  from  debility  or  recovering  from  illness  or  after 
operation  for  tonsils  and  adenoids  were  given  a free  period  of 
convalescence  at  Wiston  Lodge.  The  operation  of  this  scheme  was 
fully  explained  in  last  year’s  report.  During  the  past  school  year, 
from  1st  August,  1943,  to  31st  July,  1944,  130  children  suffering 
from  debility  following  illness  and  236  convalescing  after  operation 
for  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids,  a total  of  366,  were  admitted 
to  the  home. 

Rehabilitation  Scheme. 

This  scheme  sponsored  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  aims  at  the 
restoration  of  functional  activity  and  by  a system  of  suitable 
training  restoring  to  self-supporting  status  those  individuals  who, 
by  reason  of  some  physical  defect,  would  be  incapable  of  making 
a living  in  competition  on  the  open  market  with  physically  normal 
people.  This  scheme,  although  it  applies  to  persons  over  16  years 
of  age,  was  felt  to  be  a very  suitable  one  for  school  children  who 
were  suffering  from  severe  physical  defects  and  whose  prospects 
of  earning  a living  were  not  bright.  Arrangements  were  made 
to  have  children  of  15  years  and  nine  months  accepted  by  the 
representative  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour.  This  applies  chiefly  to 
children  who  are  due  to  leave  the  Committee’s  Special  Schools 
at  the  age  of  16  years.  Before  being  presented  to  the  representative 
of  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  the  children  are  examined  by  the  Con- 
sultant Physician  at  the  County  Hospital,  Motherwell,  or  if  the  case 
is  an  orthopaedic  one,  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  to  determine 
if  rehabilitation  is  possible.  Children,  who  are  suitable,  are  inter- 
viewed by  the  Ministry  of  Labour’s  representative  and  courses  of 
training  are  arranged  to  fit  them  for  suitable  occupations.  During 
the  period  of  training  subsistence  allowances  are  paid  to  the  parents. 
The  courses  themselves  are  free.  Parents  of  suitable  children  are 
interviewed  and  the  benefits  of  the  scheme  explained  to  them.

Consultant  Service. 

This  service  was  instituted  to  deal  with  cases  of  special  difficulty 
where  there  might  be  doubt  in  arriving  at  a correct  diagnosis. 
It  provides  expert  opinion  when  needed  of  cases  submitted  to  the 
School  Medical  Service  for  special  examination  such  as  appoint- 
ments, fitness  for  work,  superannuation,  etc.  The  Consultant 
Physician  under  this  scheme  can  be  consulted  at  Motherwell 
County  Hospital  by  arrangement  with  the  County  Public  Health 
Department.  Advice  is  also  afforded  regarding  the  treatment  of 
physically  invalid  children  at  the  Special  Schools  who  do  not 
appear  to  be  improving  in  health  even  after  attendance  for  a 
long  time.  These  cases,  when  referred  to  the  Consultant  Physician 
at  Motherwell  County  Hospital,  are  examined  and  a full  report 
on  their  condition  is  forthcoming  with  advice  regarding  treatment. 
A copy  of  these  reports  is  sent  to  the  family  doctor  for  his  informa- 
tion. During  the  period  under  review  10  cases  were  submitted 
to  the  Consultant  Physician.  Of  these  five  were  physically  invalid 
children  from  the  Special  Schools. 


Intensive  Courses  in  First  Aid  and  Home  Nursing. 

The  courses  in  first  aid  and  ambulance  work  and  home  nursing, 
which  have  now  for  several  years  been  conducted  in  the  Secondary 
Schools  throughout  the  Educational  Area  of  the  County,  functioned 
again  during  the  past  session.  The  courses  are  held  in  the  interval 
between  the  conclusion  of  the  Senior  Leaving  Certificate  Examina- 
tions and  the  commencement  of  the  summer  holidays.  They  were 
arranged  for  and  conducted  on  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years. 


The  classes  in  first  aid  and  ambulance  work  again  proved  to 
be  popular  and  were  conducted  in  nine  of  the  Secondary  Schools 
throughout  the  Educational  Area.  This  is  a decrease  of  two  from 
the  number  for  the  preceding  year.  The  classes  were  well  attended 
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and,  considering  the  intensive  nature  of  the  course,  the  results 
were  very  good.  Examinations  were  held  at  the  close  of  the  lectures 
and  demonstrations  under  the  auspices  of  the  St.  Andrew’s  Am- 
bulance Association.  Certificates  of  proficiency  and,  in  the  case 
of  second  year  pupils,  medallions  were  awarded  to  successful 
candidates.  The  children,  both  boys  and  girls,  appeared  to  enjoy 
the  lectures  and  demonstrations  and  their  capacity  for  absorbing 
instruction  quickly  was  commented  on  by  several  of  the  lecturers 
and  demonstrators.  The  fact  that  the  classes  are  of  mixed  sexes 
appears  to  add  zest  to  the  proceedings.  The  total  number  of  pupils 
who  enrolled  in  the  first  aid  and  ambulance  classes  was  304.  Of 
these  271  completed  the  course  and  were  admitted  for  examination, 
the  results  being  very  satisfactory.  Two  hundred  and  forty-six 
pupils  gained  proficiency  certificates  and  20  who  took  the  medallion 
or  second  year  course  were  successful.

Intensive  Course  in  Home  Nursing — Session  1944. 

The  response  of  the  senior  girl  pupils  to  this  course  of  instruction 
was,  as  in  previous  years,  not  so  good.  In  four  of  the  Secondary 
Schools  sufficient  numbers  to  justify  the  running  of  a class  were 
obtained.  This  is  an  increase  of  one  on  the  figures  for  the  preceding 
year,  which  would  appear  to  indicate  a little  more  interest  in  this 
subject.  Those  who  do  attend  the  classes  appear  to  be  genuinely 
interested  and  the  results  of  the  examination  held  according  to 
the  regulations  of  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Association  are 
uniformly  good.
